ARISS EQUIPMENT TAKES ANOTHER STEP TOWARD ISS 


The equipment that will become the first Amateur Radio station on the Inter- 
national Space Station has completed a significant milestone in anticipation of 
its journey into space later this year. Following exhaustive qualification testing 
at NASA’s Goddard Space Flight Center, the radios, TNC, power supplies, and 
connecting harnesses for the initial transportable ARISS ham station are on 
their way to Kennedy Space Centre for launch this December during shuttle 
mission STS-101. 


“The first set of flight hardware for Amateur Radio on the International Space 
Station (ARISS) project has passed all its tests and is on its way to Kennedy 
Space Centre,” said Will Marchant, KC6ROL. Marchant credited “a tremendous 
amount of work by Frank Bauer, KA3HDO, and his team of volunteers at God- 
dard Space Flight Centre” for getting the qualification testing done. Marchant 
said the hardware was shipped to Kennedy Space Centre July 9. 


The initial ham  gear—primarily Ericsson commercial-grade handheld 
transceivers—will support amateur operation from the ISS on voice and 
AFSK packet on 2 metres and 70 cm. The equipment package includes one 6 W 
VHF and one 4 W UHF transceiver plus an interconnecting box to distribute 
audio and power and a 1200-baud packet TNC. Marchant said the gear will 
provide the ISS with Amateur Radio capability similar to the voice and packet 
currently available to cosmonauts aboard the Russian Mir space station. 


More sophisticated transportable ham gear will be delivered in late 2000 or early 
2001. A rack-mounted permanent station is expected to be launched in 2003 
or 2004. An externally mounted “microsatellite-like” station will launch in that 
time frame as well, Marchant said. 


The ARISS external antennas will be mounted on the outside of the ISS Service 
module during a space walk scheduled for STS-101. Ultimately, four external 
antennas will be flown to support amateur communication on HF, VHF, UHF, 
L band (including GPS receive) and S band. 


MAIL COMPANY DEFRAUDS SARL 


A mail company employed to handle all bulk mail and parcels has defrauded 
the South African Radio League. When after several weeks members had not 
received the annual subscription account the office staff attempted to contact 
the mailing house for an explanation. When the company did not respond to 
telephone calls, an investigation was launched and a formal charge has been laid. 
It appears that book orders despatched after the beginning of June may also 
have been affected. The SARL mailed duplicate membership account with Radio 
ZS on Friday and is following up book orders to check on receipt. Members are 
requested to look for their account in Radio ZS and to remit their fees as soon 
as possible. The recently announced competition is printed on the back of the 
account.

AMRAD CONTINUES LF EXPERIMENTS 


Slow-speed beacon transmissions from the Washington, DC, area on 136.75 kHz 
under the call sign WA2XTF have been on the air continuously since May. in 
Vienna, Virginia. The activity is being conducted under the Part 5 Experimental 
License issued to the Amateur Radio Research and Development Corporation 
to test the waters on 136 kHz. So far, reception reports have been received from 
amateurs near Washington, DC. 


In March, the FCC granted a one-year experimental license to AMRAD to 


conduct tests using WA2XTF on 136.75 kHz from twelve sites in Northern 
Virginia. These experiments are to gain experience in anticipation that the 
FCC may allocate the low-frequency band 135.7-137.8 kHz to the Amateur 
Radio Service in the US. Several other countries already have an LF allocation 
at 1386 kHz.

It was a big switch for last week’s INTECNET2000. After the 90 minute dis- 
cussion on APRS with Bob Bruninga over 200 radio amateurs reported in. It is 
estimated that many more listened and did not wait for the call-in queues

160 METRE AWARD FROM SARL 


The SARL sponsors a Top Band to encourage more 160 m QSO’s with Southern 
African countries 


South African stations must submit proof of having contacted at least six differ- 
ent Southern African call areas, of which at least five must be in the Republic of 
South Africa. The sixth contact can be from the remaining South African call 
area (ZS), or from any of the bordering countries (Botswana, Lesotho, Mozam- 
bique, Namibia, Swaziland or Zimbabwe). 


DX stations within 1000 km of the borders of South Africa need contact only 
three call areas in the RSA. DX stations beyond 1000 km of the borders of the 
RSA need to contact only two call areas in Southern Africa, one of which must 
be in the RSA. All contacts after 1 January 1960 are valid for this award. 


Contacts must be established in the range of 1800 to 2000 kHz. ZS amateurs 
can transmit between 1810 and 1850 kHz. Endorsements for single modes can 
be requested. 


South African applicants should send QSL cards, a list of contact details and a 
handling and postage charge of R 10,00. This award is free to members of the 


South African Radio League. 


Foreign applicants should submit a list of QSL cards, certified by an official of 
a local radio club or two licensed radio amateurs that have seen the cards. A 
handling and postage charge of US$ 10,00 or 10 IRCs must also be included.
